Councilmembers Clem Bar- 
tolai, Lisa Fowler, Tom Ed¬ 
wards and Charles Corp ex¬ 
claimed of her rise from city 
finance director to Mayor of 
the 12th largest citv in the 
U.S. “We can surely under¬ 
stand why she’s made the me¬ 
teoric rise. She is a very gra¬ 
cious woman.” 

Mayor Anderson was in 
Sierra Madre Tuesday for 
day-long festiviteis in her 
honor with an Aloha coffee 
hosted by the Woman’s Club 
following a press conference 
at Essick House, the Wo¬ 
man’s Club headquarters in 
Sierra Madre. 

She received 2000 wisteria 
seeds from the world fam¬ 


ous vine on North Her- 
mosa presented by part-owner 
of the world’s largest bloom¬ 
ing vine, Maria Feeney. This 
was a gift of the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce. 

She also received a sketch 
of the old Town Hall, no 
longer there, drawn by Ted 
Velasquez, a former resident. 

Having read about Eileen 
Anderson Day in the Hono¬ 
lulu Advertiser, Kaulana Kama 
of Gardena came to the coffee 
to present a lei to the Mayor 
of Honolulu. 

From the Woman’s Club 
coffee she traveled in a limou¬ 
sine owned and loaned by Dr. 
Thomas Pickering of Sierra 
Madre, to Sierra Madre School 


where she attended school as 
a youngster. She presented 
Marie Salandra, principal of 
the primary school, with two 
books for the library. 

She was met at the school 
with children holding a yellow 
banner that proclaimed. “Wel¬ 
come, Mayor of Honolulu.” 

The Mayor told children 
in the different classrooms 
how she had brought her lunch 
to school so she wouldn’t 
have to eat the school food 
because the teachers insisted 
she eat every bite. 

She told them about a pup¬ 
pet show when she “got to 
watch for the bus bringing 
the show.” And she promised 
to find several of the older 


children pen pals from Hawaii. 

They gave her a choice of 
hand-painted pictures to take 
back to her home city and she 
chose one that had a sign an¬ 
nouncing, “Sierra Madre.” 

Whisked on to City Hall, 
for a tour. Sierra Madre 
Mayor Carlyle Griffin gave 
the Mayor a Centennial plate 
as a remembrance of Sierra 
Madre’s 100th birthday in 
1981. 

The Honolulu Mayor re¬ 
ciprocated by presenting May¬ 
or Griffin with beautifully 
handcrafted plaque featuring 
all the woods of Hawaii and a 
special Honolulu City Seal. 

All city council members 
received the same gift during 


the day. 

City Administrator Jim 
McRea and other city employ¬ 
ees gave the Honolulu Mayor 
a brief reception before her 
stop at CLIMB (Center for 
Living Independence of the 
Multihandicapped Blind), 
operated by former Honolulu 
resident Bill Young.

on October 12. Subsequent 
programs will feature burg¬ 
lary, car theft, alarm sys¬ 
tems, health safety, fire pre¬ 
vention and disaster pre¬ 
paredness for such emer¬ 
gencies as mud slides. 

Crime Alert Cards will be 
distributed to the public 
through local merchants and 
community organizations. 
The school program designed 
for elementary grades will 
utilize local high school 
seniors to present safety tips 
to young children about such 
dangerous acts as accepting 
food items or rides from 
strangers and understanding 
and trusting the police. The 


concept of using youth to 
reach the children is based 
!on the belief that inter¬ 
face among the young has 
greater chance for credibility 
and success. 

Individuals interested in 
developing a neighborhood 
awareness program or a 
Neighborhood Watch are

An official proc¬ 
lamation from the City Coun¬ 
cil will give added empha¬ 
sis to the importance of and 
concern for crime prevention.

Of all the heartache that 
resulted from the great Chi¬ 
cago fire, at least one good 
thing is the spinoff of the 
tragedy: Fire Prevention Week. 

This week fire departments 
all over the nation are sched¬ 
uling special activities to let 
the public know what can be 
done as protection against fire. 

The Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department reports 
744 calls for assistance in 
1981,490 of those being medi¬ 
cal calls. The total fire loss 
last year was $255,500, split¬ 
ting out with an average per 
capita loss of $20.44 in Sierra 
Madre. 

Who are these 40 firemen 
and how do they get the job? 

According to Fire Chief 
Marc Mueller who was elected 
to the principal post at the 
beginning of the year by the 
other firemen, one position 
results from about 400 appli¬ 
cations. 

Fire Inspector William Kra¬ 
mer explains that they are 
voted on by the membership 
and immediately enter into an 
18 month probation period in 
which they learn different pha¬ 
ses of training such as advan¬ 
ced first aid and cardiopul¬ 
monary resuscitation. During 
the next 12 months they must 
pass the map test, meaning 
they can get to every residence 
in town. And at the end of the 
18-month period, they are 
full-fledged members of the 
volunteer fire department. 
They become probationary 
members when they join and 
at the end of the 18 months 
are removed from that pro-

bationary period, Kramer 
explains. 

In order to join, firemen 
must work in or reside in the 
city, and the age requirement 
is 21 years. They are paid $30 
per month and are fined $1 
for every fire they aren’t able 
to attend. 

Chief Mueller is paid $150 
monthly for his work but 
Fire Inspector Kramer is paid 
a regular full-time salary. 

The chief is the controlling 
head of the entire department 
and as such is in charge of 
suppression and prevention 
of fires. 

The chief is elected each 
year. 

Kramer inspects businesses 


and residences for fire safety 
to make sure all come up to 
the fire codes and investigates 
all fires for the cause and ori¬ 
gin. He also checks weed abate¬ 
ment and assists Emergency 
Medical Technician George 
Maurer on daytime medicals. 
Kramer also “serves at the 
pleasure of the council, city 
administrator atid fire chief.” 

Mueller joined the fire de¬ 
partment in January, 1973 
and has progressed through 
the ranks. He “enjoys the 
challenge” and says he likes 
the “interworking relationship 
with other communities.” 

Roger Keith is 1st assistant 
chief, in charge of training and 
station maintenance. Tonv 


Lerner is 2nd assistant chief, 
and is in charge of procure¬ 
ment and budget. 

Jc^ Buchan, Richard Mays 
and Bob Spears are captains 
and are responsible for the 
crews and crew function, 
record-keeping and training. 
Maurer is EMT. 

Bill Messerschmidt is senior 
engineer, a new position, and 
checks apparatus for need of 
repair, both scheduled and 
emergency. 

What does it take to be a 
good volunteer fireman? Ac¬ 
cording to Mueller, “avail¬ 
able time, diligent effort and 
the desire to serve fellow 
citizens.”

, The Sierra Madre Fire Department an¬ 
nounces “The Sound Of Survival” during 
this week which is Fire Prevention Week. 

Did you know— 

The main contributing factor for death 
and/or injury in home fires is the failure of 
the residents to get proper early warning of the 
fire. Smoke detection devices are designed 
to provide this warning. 

*Approximately 70% of all fire fata¬ 
lities occur in the home between 11 
p.m. and 6 a.m., when most people 
are sleeping. 

♦Toxic smoke and poisonous gases, 
NOT burns, are responsible for the 
majority of home fire deaths. 

♦The installation of an approved smoke 
detector, along with fire escape pre¬ 
planning, could save your family’s 
life. 

You are cordially invited to attend an 
Open House at the Fire Department on Oct. 

9, between the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
where you can see different types of smoke 
detectors, how they work, and receive help 
in fire escape planning for your home or 
apartment. 

For the children, Smokey the Bear and 
Woodsie Owl will be at the Fire Station. You 
can also observe some fire safety demonstra¬ 
tions that will be held throughout the day. 

Let’s all get behind Fire Prevention Week, 
this week. 


Animal Protection 
In Case of Fires 


This week Is fire prevention week and with 
the brush fire season already here, we would 
like to remind foothill residents of a few pre¬ 
ventive measures which can be taken im¬ 
mediately to prevent unnecessary animal 
deaths during a fire. 

The Los Angeles Society For The Prevention 
Of Cruelty To Animals rec 9 mmends 

• removing all flammable material bor¬ 
dering sheds or barns that house animals. 

• removing all glass from grassy areas 
that are exposed to direct sunlight. The sun 
magnification on the glass can ignite dry grass; 

• maintaining as much greenery as pos¬ 
sible around animal facilities. The foliage 
works as a fire deterrent; 

e no smoking In fire hazard areas. 

“Animal owners can safeguard their pro¬ 
perty and animals by following a few simple 
steps,” says Martin Grangetto, executive direc¬ 
tor of the LA/SPCA. “Preventive measures will 
make a difference when faced with a devas¬ 
tating brush fire.” 

The LA/SPCA suggests; 

• identifying water outlets with bright 
colors and making sure that enough water hose 
is available to reach the furtherest point of 
the structure. 

• keeping all roadways open and in 
good condition. This allows rescue equipment 
access to animals if evacuation is necessary, 

• placing collars with identification tags 
on all animals. Identification tags will allow 
SPCA officers to reunite the animals with the 
proper owners. 

If an individual needs assistance with their 
animals during a fire, they should contact the 
local Animal Control Agency or the Los Angeles 
Society For The Prevention Of Cruelty To Animals. 


Need Claims Help? 
It’s Available Now 


Those persons needing advice or assistance 
in filing a Small Claims Court dispute can now 
obtain such service through the County Depart¬ 
ment of Consumer Affairs Small Claims Court 
Advisor Service Program. 

This Is a new program, available at no 
charge, which has been established to help 
the public with such questions as who can file 
a Small Claims Court case, where to file, how 
to file, and what to expect in court. The program 
has trained counselors who can explain to you 
the required Small Claims Court filing proce¬ 
dures, and who can assist with the preparation 
of evidence for a case. 

For the first time there will be an advisor 
available for small claims consultations every 
Tuesday from 8:30 a.m. - 4:30 p.m. 

The County-wide service operates Monday 
through Friday, 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. County residents 
In need of such assistance should call 974-9759.

Along with 13 others, they 
have pledged three years of 
their lives to the Catholic Mis¬ 
sion Station on the outlying 
island of New Ireland. 

Because both had a desire 
to become missionaries, they 
attended a special training 
school three nights a week for 
a year. They have given up 
all their material possessions, 
with the exception of family 
memorabilia, in preparation 
for their relocation in the 
tropics. 

Utilizing their respective 
skills, Frances, a former con¬ 
tractor, will do construction 
work at the mission, and Mar¬ 
ian, the former head admitting 
nurse at Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital, will work with the 
mission hospital and clinics.

The house Frances and Ma¬ 
rian will occupy is referred 
to as a “bush house” and is 
on stilts. The walls are made 
of split bamboo and the floor 
from a native tree which is 
split and laid down side by 
side. This eliminates sweeping 
the floor as the dirt just falls 
through the cracks.
